Minden junior curling phenom Jake 
Walker went to Flims, Switzerland, with a 
goal to win gold at the junior world curling 
championships.

So, after losing a heartbreaker in 
Saturday’s Page playoff, 5-4 to the host 
Swiss team, Walker and his team took a 
night off to reset. 

On Sunday, they beat China 7-1 in the 
bronze medal game earning the coveted 
world bronze.

Walker and his team, including Craig Van 
Ymeren, Geoff Chambers, Matt Mapletoft 
and Mathew Camm (spare) couldn’t have 
come much closer to a shot at the gold in 
Flims on Saturday. 

They finished 6-3 in the round-robin 
portion of the worlds behind Scotland, 
who were 8-1, and China and Switzerland 
at 7-2. Switzerland beat Scotland 7-6 on 
Sunday to win the gold. 

On Saturday against the Swiss, Walker 
wrecked on a guard on his final throw in 
the tenth and final end. It gave Switzerland 
the 5-4 win.

Mindenites and other Haliburton 
County residents are worried about 
health care in this area. 

More than 100 people attended a pub- 
lic hearing hosted by the Ontario Health 
Coalition at the Minden Hills Community 
Centre on March 12. The coalition, a citi- 
zen watchdog group concerned about the 
marginalization of health care in rural 


areas, is visiting 12 Ontario small towns 
throughout March and will be compos- 
ing a report to be presented in the Ontario 
legislature. 

Coalition director Natalie Mehra 
opened the hearing by explaining that 
it is the seeming rush by the province to 
close hospitals, emergency rooms, birth- 
ing facilities, physiotherapy clinics and 
other health-care facilities in rural areas 
that is the reason the coalition has decid-

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Crash leaves pilot uninjured

Police and members of Stanhope’s fire department 
responded a plane crash at Stanhope Airport just after 
3 p.m. March 10. 

The pilot, who was not injured, was attempting 
to land when he lost control of the plane, onlookers 
said. 

One onlooker said he believed a tailwind had caused 
the crash. 

“This is why we need that second runway,” he said, 
referring to the township’s airport expansion plan. 

The windsock at the site showed wind blowing in a 
northwesterly direction. 

Airport manager John Packer was on vacation on 
the day of the crash and said last week that he knew 
very little about it. 

Packer said there have been crashes at the airport 
in the past. 

Staff Sgt. Malcolm Quigley of the Haliburton 
Highlands OPP called the crash “minimal” and con- 
firmed there were no injuries and little damage to the 
plane.

Quigley said he was unable to confirm what the ex- 
act cause of the crash had been. 

According to onlookers at the scene, the pilot is a 
retired Air Canada pilot. 

The airport expansion project would install a second 
runway at the site and Algonquin Highlands council- 
lors who have supported the project have said that 
increased safety at the airport is a reason behind the 
controversial project. 

However, council’s critics, including the Maple, 
Beech and Cameron Lake Property Owners’ 
Association, maintain that the planned runway would 
not be a true crosswind runway because of the angle 
at which it would have to built, therefore offering no 
safety benefits. 

The township can receive up to $2.4 million in 
funding from the provincial and federal governments, 
which are funding two thirds of the project through 
the Building Canada Fund. Before construction can 
begin, an environmental assessment by the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Agency must be complet- 
ed and give the project a green light. 

That assessment apparently began last October, al- 
though the Times has been unable to obtain any infor- 
mation about how the process is going.

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For the love of a good dye job

When Kim McBrien’s friend fell down the stairs, bruis- 
ing her behind, McBrien named a series of yarn colours 
after the incident. 

A yarn dyer with a quirky sense of humour, the 
Carnarvon-based artist and her husband Ron Evans made 
a set of four skeins documenting the hue changes of her 
friend’s bum bruises: “impact,” “bed-ridden,” “dough- 
nut” and “repentance.” 

That series now sits alongside other — less painful — co- 
lours, such as “Held my breath too long,” “I am not a 
shrimp,” and “Flamingos are not munitions experts.” 

Together, McBrien and Evans have formed Indigo 
Dragonfly, a yarn-dying business based out of the kitchen 
of their home. 

“Basically we dye it and then look at it and nine times 
out of 10 if [the name] makes me smirk, that’s it,” 
McBrien says. 

The dye job came up when the couple moved to the 
Highlands in the spring. McBrien had lost her job in 
Toronto and heard about a position as Arts Council 
coordinator. 

Both were cottagers in the Carnarvon area. 

McBrien got the arts position, but since it’s part-time, 
she was looking for something else. 

So two days a week, McBrien and Evans boil yarn, 
adding dye with turkey basters, making one-of-a-kind 
colours that they sell primarily over the Internet. 
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“We do most of our marketing through social media,” 
McBrien says. 

Her company is on Twitter, Facebook, has an email list 
and a blog. 

The digital outreach efforts have worked; Indigo 
Dragonfly ships yarn to such far-off locales as Australia, 
Greece and the United States. 

Because they’re such a small business, McBrien says 
they can do all sorts of special orders for people. 

“People bring in yarn and fibre, which we overdye ... 
I really like that; people provide me with challenges,”

says McBrien, who has been dying yarn for herself for 
20 years. 

“T'll do it as long as I can or until I fall out of love with 
it,” she says, “as long as people still like the yarn, Pll 
keep doing it.” 

Skeins of unique, hand-dyed yarn from McBrien range 
from $20 to $40 each depending on the fibre used.

T WAS INSPIRATIONAL to watch members of the Canadian Amputee 
Hockey Team play in Minden on Saturday night. 

The team took on members of the Haliburton Highlands OPP detachment 
in an exhibition game as part of the second annual Scotty Morrison Charity 
Hockey Tournament. 

The game ended in a 4-4 tie. 

At the risk of sounding naive, crass and insensitive, 
I'll admit that before the game began I wasn’t sure 
what to expect. 

This was something I hadn’t seen before. 

Guys missing parts of their bodies were really going 
to take on the completely able-bodied and, in some 
cases, quite large members of the OPP force? 

Really? 

As they circled the ice for warm up, some team 
members’ amputations were hidden beneath their 
equipment, while others’ were quite obvious. 

A few players each had one arm, their sticks 
fastened to their bodies. Others had thin, prosthetic 
legs. 

I found myself fighting that organic and immediate human compulsion to 
judge how the evening was going to go, as well as the inclination to feel pity for 
these men. 

When the puck dropped, what transpired on the ice at the S.G. Nesbitt 
Memorial Arena was a true triumph of the human spirit. 

These guys were there to play hockey. Fast hockey. Competitive hockey. 
Rough hockey. Hockey. 

Obviously, they had each suffered a loss in their lives, but that wasn’t stopping 
any of them from playing the game they love. 

And they played it well. Quick. Agile. It was quite easy to forget that these 
men were amputees at all. 

The ambition and drive exhibited by the players was a stark reminder of 
just how determined human beings can be and how with the right attitude, a 
disability doesn’t have to mean someone’s life is limited.

T THIS TIME OF YEAR, there is 
Api like a thin skin of ice on a 

midnight mud puddle to put a spring 
in the step of a sugarmaker. 

Harden the surface of that dirt-road water 
with cold and fill a clear night sky with stars 
and the man walking home from his evapo- 
rator just might burst into song. 

He thumbs his nose at the forecasters as 
he sings, which is a difficult manoeuvre if 
you're carrying pails in both hands. The 
chest-high thermometer on the woodshed 
wall is telling lies; it’s colder than that on 
the ground. 

That little film of ice, sandwiched between 
the right kind of days, is a kind of promise 
for the future. The sap will run tomorrow! 
Probably. Possibly. Could. 

Those of us whose March is filled with 
dreams of maple torrents become connois- 
seurs of weather and the clues it gives us to 
the future remain elusive, just beyond our 
grasp. 

Most of us start out knowing the basics. 
Mild days and cold nights. Five below and 
five above are the magic numbers. 

Except weather is more complicated 
than that. A lot more complicated. Bright

sunny days and warm south winds are good. 
Overcast and cold north winds are bad. And 
there are all the shadings between those ex- 

tremes to confuse us. Sap may run when you 


for we still use buckets. First thing each day, 
Jiggs and I go for a walk in the woods, take 
a look around. 

Lift a bucket lid and look inside. From a 


least expect it. 

In the hills of Haliburton, we 
almost need our own personal 
weather forecast. It may run 
hard at White Trail Landing, 
just over the hill, and not at all 
at Sapsucker Woods, or at the 
bottom of a slope and not at the 
top, because night cold flows 
downhill. 

The science of this is pretty 
baffling, even to scien- 
tists. On a mild, sunny 
day after a frosty night 
enough sap pressure 
builds up in a tree to 
inflate the tires on your 
Oldsmobile or fill your sap bucket. Or so 
you hope. 

If your sap comes to the sugarhouse in a 
pipeline, a quick look at the end of the line 
tells you whether it’s running. It is a little 
more complicated for Jiggs and Randy and 
Norm and I out here on Sapsucker Ridge, 


distance, peek through the gap 
under a lid and count the drops 
dripping off the end of the 
spile. If the weather changes, if 
the sky turns blue or the wind 
fades, go for another walk. It’s 
not such a bad way to spend 

a day. 

We spill no tears over an 
overflowing bucket; the news 
of a good run so fills us up 
we have no room for 
regrets. 

There is a small 
window of time 
between winter’s de- 
cline and the budding 
of spring for sugaring and even that window 
is full of too-cold days or too-warm nights 
and so we have time to sift through old ad- 
vice for clues. 

Moths in the buckets. Snow fleas. The 
leaf of a pussy willow as big as a mouse 
ear. Don’t tap until spring-break week. Or 


March 25. Wait for the snow to melt away 
from the tree roots. 

All of those rules are entertaining. On 
Sapsucker Ridge, our only guideline is, you 
never know. 

As for moths, there is a day each spring 
when the surface of the sap in our buckets 
carries whole flotillas of them. We flick 
them out and the sap is as good as new. 

Their arrival must signify something about 
the progress of spring, but it sure doesn’t 
mean the end of anything. There will be 
plenty of good runs to come. 

Bare roots probably mean stronger flows 
of sweeter sap and certainly give us a look at 
spring’s first green shoots, but the season on 
Sapsucker Ridge has never waited for that. 

The first green comes from leeks. The 
water at the beaver dam breaks through the 
ice and our nights are filled with gurgling. A 
beaver swims circles in open water. 

Scouting parties of geese do fly-bys, 
gabbling as they go. Wolves howl in the 
distance, barred owls quarrel close by. 
Chickadees whistle sweet love songs. 

Buckets in hand, we step over the thresh- 
old between winter and spring.

To the Editor, 


How much would it cost, the council of 
Algonquin Highlands should be asking 
themselves, to cover the damages inflicted 
on the Middleton family in the battle for 
their lands, and to give it back? 

Have they considered this option? 
Would the Middleton family discuss this 
option? 

Whatever the cost might be, we can 
be sure that it would be less than going 
ahead. Given the ever diminishing prob- 
ability that the second runway expansion 
of the Haliburton — Stanhope airport will 
meet funding deadlines and the certainty 
that even more money will have to be bor- 
rowed to cover further land / access agree- 
ments, the council has a duty to investi- 
gate all the options that are available. 

With the recent announcement of the 
Middleton settlement, the unfunded por- 
tion of the project has almost doubled and 
public distaste for the expansion is certain 


to grow — if that is, in fact, possible. 

The idea that it is worth over a million 
dollars to “protect the lands” for airport 
uses is, quite simply, foolish and a further 
evasion of the issues most important to 
the voters. All that this would accomplish 
is to place the onus for continuing (or 
throwing away all of the money) on the 
next council, a council which will almost 
certainly not have a majority of members 
who would be in favour of the expansion. 

The council has repeatedly refused to 
consider a referendum on the subject, stat- 
ing that the voters have their chance at the 
polls every four years. Now they seem pre- 
pared to take that opportunity for a voice 
away, only months before an election, and 
to guarantee that the issue plagues us all 
for years to come. 

This is more than just shameful.

Tourism, who had provided funding for 
many years to individual tourist coun- 
cils, such as the designation held by the 
Haliburton Chamber of Commerce at that 
time. This change was made, so we were 
told, because some of these “tourist coun- 
cils” were not spending their grant money 
wisely. So, in typical big government 
fashion, rather than address the specific 
problems with these individual councils 
the provincial government would reinvent 
the whole concept. 

The province then took away that tra- 
ditional funding and placed it into their 
own creation called the Ontario Tourist 
Association Program (OTAP) and we were 
placed, along with others, into the Central 
Ontario Tourist Association (COTA) 
whether we liked it or not. This was an 
awkward fit, working along with not just 
the Kawartha Lakes and Peterborough, but 
south into Oshawa and the Bay of Quinte, 
but certainly not nearly as awkward and 
unworkable as what is being proposed 
now! 

We did our best to work within their 
system for several years. However in 
April 1978 The Haliburton Echo headline 
read “Stinson claims Bennett wants the 
Chamber to fold”! The article referred to 
the honourable Claude Bennett, who was 
the Minister of Tourism at the time and 


the fact that we were about to resign and 
drop out of their association in favour of 
going it alone. We were so frustrated with 
COTA and the bureaucracy that went with 
it that we had decided it wasn’t worth it to 
keep trying to make it work considering 
the tiny bit of funding assistance we got 
in return. 

I guess my only point in describing all 
this is to make the point that some things 
never change. The existing county tour- 
ism board for Haliburton will apparently 
have to break up their mandated responsi- 
bilities into two, as yet, unnamed, entities 
and travel many miles on a regular basis 
to meetings in both the Ottawa Valley and 
Muskoka, in order to be involved with the 
two regional associations they have been 
tacked onto. 

Otherwise go it alone, which would 
likely suit the ministry just fine. Then 
they could forget about us entirely, which 
is what they have always wanted to do. 

I wish Rick Johnson much success in 
his endeavour to get our message across at 
Queen’s Park, but I don’t hold out much 
hope, if past experiences are any kind of 
an indicator.

Haliburton County residents will likely be seeing a 10 
per cent tax increase this year. 

That was the figure batted around by five of the coun- 
ty’s eight council members at a finance committee meet- 
ing on March 10. 

The final budget will be reviewed by council at a March 
24 meeting where it is expected to be passed. 

The increase stems largely from provincial funding 
the county is losing this year. It will lose $1.2 million

in funds from the Ontario Municipal Partnership Fund in 
2010 and another $1.2 million in 2011. 

“The 2010 county budget process has been a very diffi- 
cult one,” said county treasurer Laura Janke. “The exter- 
nal pressures of losing $1.2 million of provincial funding 
have placed a substantial burden on the local ratepayers. 
County council has worked diligently to mitigate this 
increase and has been looking at each department for 
substantial savings, while still being able to deliver the 
necessary services.” 

The loss of the provincial funding meant the county 
was looking at a 12 per cent tax increase if it was to 
maintain the draft budget Janke presented to council in 


to increase 


December. 

Another five per cent increase came from the county 
itself due to wage settlements, the HST increase, county 
broadband contributions and other funding losses, Janke 
said. 

“So in essence we have cut seven per cent from the 
original proposed budget in December,” Janke said. 

Councillors have been cognizant of the fact that many 
residents are still going through tough economic times 
as a result of the recession and that Haliburton County is 
not a wealthy area to begin with. This has been a topic of 
conversation throughout budget talks.

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First ever geological 
society formed in county

Mountains the size of Mount Everest 
once stood in Haliburton County. 

Yes, it was 1.5 billion years ago, but the 
area’s rock formations are the last rem- 
nants of the massive structures after eons 
of erosion. 

The history of this area can be told 
by its rocks and minerals and Michael 
Bainbridge and Steve Smith want to share 
that tale with anyone who will listen. 

Bainbridge and Smith, both field col- 
lectors, are founding the Haliburton 
Geological Society, which will have 
its inaugural meeting at Minden’s R.D. 
Lawrence Place on March 25. 

“Tt’s the stories the rocks tell you,” 
Bainbridge said, as he described his love 
for geology earlier this week. 

And these guys know their rocks. 

Both got interested in geology at the age 
of eight. 

“Tt’s the age where we can appreciate 
[minerals], Smith said.

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And neither of them has looked back, 
making geology a lifelong hobby. 

At his Gull River home earlier this week, 
Bainbridge was busy unpacking his col- 
lection after a recent move. In a room at 
the back of the house were tables covered 
in small boxes of gems and larger mineral 
samples. 

And that was just a portion of his 
collection. 

Bainbridge estimated that he has thou- 
sands of individual samples, but added 
that he doesn’t really keep a tally. 

“They’re just wonders of nature,” Smith 
said, as Bainbridge shone an ultraviolet 
on some of his samples, revealing hints of 
fluorescents and hidden hourglass shapes. 
“What are the chances of these crystals 
forming?” 

Their passion for geology is palpable, 
looking at samples igniting an almost child- 
like sense of intrigue and excitement. 

Bainbridge has turned that passion into 
a career and is a professional mineral pho-

tographer, taking pictures for museums 
and private hobbyists. 

He recently completed a contract with 
the Canadian Museum of Nature in 
Ottawa. 

Smith, one of the founding members 
of R.D. Lawrence Place, who now works 
as a builder, spent nearly a decade in the 
mining industry. 

There are geological societies through- 
out the world and Bainbridge said he 
thought it was high time Haliburton 
County had one since the area is such a 
unique geological site. 

And not just for its abundance of rocks 
and minerals, but also for their accessibil- 
ity. In Haliburton County, one can find 
them just lying around, without a need to 
excavate. 

“These specimens are just outside your 
back door,” he said. Bainbridge also said 
the county is known for the quality of its 
samples, explaining that some individual 
crystals discovered here have been up to a 
metre in length. 

“There’s not a museum in the world 
without a sample from Haliburton,” Smith 
said. 

Smith and Bainbridge are inviting any- 


one with an interest in rocks, minerals, 
gemstones and fossils to join them at the 
R.D. Lawrence place next week. 

Children are welcome too. 

“We want to geta lot of kids,” Bainbridge 
said, adding that engaging youth is impor- 
tant if the hobby is to live on. 

Smith said they would consider starting 
a separate junior society if enough chil- 
dren were interested. 

Society meetings will entail outdoor ex- 
cursions and field trips and members will 
learn how specimens form, how to iden- 
tify rocks and minerals and all kinds of 
other geological gems. 

Bainbridge said forming a society will 
allow members to interact and share 
knowledge with other groups and could 
increase opportunity for exploring on pri- 
vate lands. 

While Bainbridge said some landown- 
ers are hesitant to let individuals collect 
on their properties, he said the insurance 
of a society can calm liability fears. 

Next week’s inaugural meeting will 
commence at 7:30 p.m. For more infor- 
mation call 286-4433 or email hgs@the- 
occurence.ca.

ed to compile its report. 

“This is happening now all across 
Ontario,” she said. 

Mehra and three other members of the 
coalition’s seven-member panel were 
present at the meeting. 

When the floor was opened to com- 
ments, it became clear that a number of 
Minden residents are scared the province 
will simply shut down the Minden health 
services facility. 

“IT can’t say enough good about those 
people [at the Minden facility],” said 
David Stevens. “I would hate to see it 
close. I don’t know if that’s a concern.” 

“Yes, it is!” one woman in the crowd 
yelled. 

“One 
another. 

Another woman said that maintaining a 
hospital facility in Minden was important 
not just for residents here, but also for the 
community’s economy. 

“If you don’t have hospitals, you’re not 
going to have cottagers,” she said. “And 
that’s our bread and butter.” 

Some speakers lamented that it wasn’t 
fair that Haliburton’s HHHS facility is 
more of a functioning hospital with pa- 
tient in-beds, while Minden’s facility is 
more or less an emergency room. 

One woman said that the community 
shouldn’t be asking for more services, but 
rather focusing on maintaining existing 
services. 

“What we have to do is figure out how 


hundred per cent!” yelled 


we don’t lose what we have,” she said. 

A number of attendees also expressed 
concerns about the shortage of family 
physicians in Minden. 

The village has one. 

Minden businessman Paul Reng said it 
was disheartening that despite efforts by 
the county’s physician recruitment team 
through signs asking doctors to “practice 
where they play,” it seems physicians 
coming to the area often skip over Minden 
and set up shop in Haliburton. 

“Every doctor has gone to Haliburton,” 
Reng said. “It should not be a question 
of competition between Haliburton and 
Minden.” 

Reng’s comments prompted Jim 
Mitchell, who heads up the county’s re- 
cruitment team to take the microphone, to 
say he wanted to clear up any misconcep- 
tions that may have been created. 

“One of the things I’ve tried to do is 
make sure rivalry doesn’t exist,” Mitchell 
said, adding that he didn’t think most phy- 
sicians would have an interest in moving 
to a county that appears to be warring with 
itself. 

He also said a number of Minden resi- 
dents have sat on the committee over the 
years, and that committee members have 
no say over where doctors end up and said 
that in the eight years he’d been involved 
with the committee, just one doctor had 
moved to the county. 

“He chose to go to Haliburton,” Mitchell 
said. “That was his choice. We have been 
trying very hard.” 

Joan Featherstone told the room that 
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Sonya Holliday-Rhodes told the crowd at a public hearing by the Ontario Health 
Coalition on March 12 she thought the Minden HHHS facility could use a CT 
scan machine.

she had managed to find a family physi- 
cian, although that physician is located in 
Bracebridge. 

Featherstone said she has had to can- 
cel trips there twice and fears what will 
happen when she gets too old to make the 
hour-long commute. 

“And then you tell me where we go,” 
she said. 

A lack of proper medical equipment at 
the Minden facility was also a concern. 

In particular, Sonya Holliday-Rhodes 
said the area needs a CT scan machine. 

Holliday-Rhodes proceeded to tell the 
story of her father who had gone to the 
Minden facility with abdominal pain, 
was misdiagnosed with conditions such 
as constipation, released and readmitted 
several times. 

“All the while he was deteriorating,” 
she said. 

While Holliday-Rhodes said staff at the 
facility had been caring and diligent, she 


said it was a lack of medical equipment 
that had caused them to misdiagnose her 
father. 

It turned out he was bleeding internally 
from an abdominal aneurism. 

While Holliday-Rhodes said a CT scan 
machine wouldn’t have saved her father’s 
life, she said it would have spared him 
pain, embarrassment and confusion. 

The loss of the birthing bed at the 
Haliburton facility and provincial under- 
funding of homecare services were also 
raised by a number of attendees. 

Along with Minden, the coalition 
was holding hearings in Wallaceburg, 
Shelburne, Kincardine, Welland, Cobourg, 
Port Perry, Burk’s Falls, Winchester, 
Picton, St. Joseph Island and New Liskeard 
throughout March. 

Mehra said the coalition’s report should 
be completed and presented in Queen’s 
Park some time in April.

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Stay away from dams, riverbanks 


The superintendent of the Trent-Severn Waterway 
National Historic Site of Canada advises that Parks 
Canada staff are making changes to water control struc- 
tures across the waterway corridor and in the Haliburton 
County area in preparation for the annual spring freshet. 

During the freshet period, the public can expect higher 
than normal water levels and increased river flows at 
some locations. Fast, cold water above and below dams 
and in river reaches is extremely dangerous. The public is 
urged to stay away from waterway dams and to avoid ar- 
eas near riverbanks. In addition, ice packs that were made

fast to the shoreline over the winter months are rapidly 
thinning and breaking away from the shore in the fast 
river currents. 

Parks Canada will work closely with local conservation 
authorities and the Ministry of Natural Resources to com- 
municate risk levels and safety information to residents 
in order to ensure public safety. 

Further advisories will be issued if necessary. 

The Trent-Severn Waterway National Historic Site 
of Canada is a major economic driver in Ontario. Parks 
Canada monitors and manages water levels in the water- 


shed throughout the year to accommodate wildlife habi- 
tat, mitigate flooding, and provide for navigation of this 
nationally significant waterway.

to move on, oblivious and unaffected 
by the watered-down eccentricities of its 
snarling, rambunctious and dysfunctional 
WWE cousin. 

And more power to the grassroots pro- 
grams run by teachers in local schools, 
who continue to bring the noble sport to 
new generations of boys and girls. 

Guys like Haliburton Highlands 
Secondary School wrestling coaches Paul 
Klose and Dan Fockler for instance. 

Mentors who recognize that the Greeks 
were on the right track when they made 
wrestling one of the premier units of the 
first Olympic Games way back in 708 
B.C. 

It is, after all, competition at its rawest, 
most fundamental form. 

And under the guided tutelage of Klose 
and Fockler, Hal High wrestlers have 
flourished this season. 

Klose says that all of the members of 
the Red Hawk wrestling team made great 
strides in 2010. 

Eight Red Hawk wrestlers did especial- 
ly well, moving on to represent hal High 
on two separate provincial stages. 

Christiania Walker, in her final year 
at Hal High, captured the bronze medal 
at the recent OFSAA tournament. She 
was joined at the OFSAA tournament in 
Tillsonburg (March 3-5) by teammates 
Emma Paul and Nicole Mazara, who both 
placed high in their weight categories. 

Hal High also had a nice cross section of 
wrestlers represented at the Ontario Winter 
Games, which were held in Huntsville 
March 4-6. 

Bailey Walker placed second, Kayla 
Gardiner won bronze, and Mike Mazara, 
Cody Cox and Maia O’Sullivan all cap- 
tured fourth place finishes in the Winter 
Games competition. 

He said that the whole team deserves 
kudos for their performances in both tour- 
neys. The OFSAA tourney is a showcase 
for the older athletes (usually Grade 11 
and 12) and the younger athletes in grades 
9 and 10 compete at the Winter Games. 

Klose says that he’s also expecting some 
great things in the future. 

“Our young wrestlers also did very well 
at the Winter Games,” said Klose, adding 
that it was a banner year for the Hal High 
wrestlers. 

“We had our best showing ever at 
OFSAA and Christiana had a personal 


best, winning the bronze and losing only 
one match in the tournament,” said Klose, 
who was especially happy about Walker’s 
performance in her senior year. 

And Walker well and truly remains the 
leader of this team. 

She went into OFSAA ranked second in 
the province, but said that she was both- 
ered by a virus that cropped up during the 
week of the tourney. She managed to fight 
through the flu and lost only one match 
(in the semi-finals) and ending up with the 
all-Ontario bronze. 

Walker says that while her Red Hawk 
career is over, she has no intention of leav- 
ing the matt wars. She intends to wrestle 
in university and has been offered some 
opportunities. 

‘Tm hoping to be at McMaster 
[University], I’ve been down there wres- 
tling with their varsity team, so I’ve been 
in contact with them,” said Walker, who 
added that she has been offered some al- 
ternatives as well. “I’ve been approached 
by McMaster, Western and Brock, so 
that’s kinda’ cool.” 

She said that McMaster is her first 
choice because of the attendant scholastic 
choices available. 

“Td like to go into Kinesiology and they 
[Brock] have a really good program,” said 
Walker. 

I actually got sick a few days before 
OFSAA so I wasn’t wrestling that well, 
and I wrestled as well as I could consider- 
ing how I was feeling, because I couldn’t 
breathe through my nose and that’s kind 
of an important thing,” said Walker, who 
wrestle in the 54 kilogram class. “I had 
a couple of tough matches and I lost the 
one match in the semi-finals and so I had 
to wrestle for the bronze. I pulled it to- 
gether though, and won that bronze medal 
match.” 

And she manages all this by keeping busy 
with some other sports and activities. 

She was also captain of the Red Hawk 
girls OFSAA champion snowboard team, 
and competes in track and basketball. 

In her “spare time” she dances with 
Haliburton Dance Arts and works part-time 
at That Place in Carnarvon restaurant. 

She'll soon be out running on the 
Haliburton track, ready for another stellar 
spring of competition and the looming pos- 
sibility of another OFSAA appearance. 

And all those top ten finishes bode well 
for hal High wrestling as they move into a 
new season in 2010-11.

wheels and other crucial support 
functions. 

The dinner was sold out, and the tour- 
ney drew 20 teams. All a tribute to the 
man who wears his heart on a well-worn 
sleeve. 

In his own opening remarks Morrison, 
as usual, kept the room rocking with some 
vintage stories. He had the room in stitch- 
es recalling the sequence of events that 
prompted him to become the youngest 
referee ever to work in the NHL. 

He says he’s often asked what made him 
decide to become a ref back in the 1954. 

“They ask, ‘how did you become one of 
the youngest referees [at age 24] to work 
in the National Hockey League? ’” says 
Morrison. “And I tell them, ‘well, one of 
the greatest players to ever play the game 
made that decision for me.’” 

“T played with one of the teams in the 
Montreal Canadiens junior ranks, and it 
was the semi-finals of the Quebec Major 
Junior Hockey League playoffs. We were 
playing the Quebec Citadelles, who were 
starring big number 4, Jean Beliveau. And 
my coach made a brilliant decision. He 
said, ‘Scotty we want you to go on the 
ice when Jean goes on the ice, and get off 
when he comes off, and just pester him all 
night, because we want to keep him off 


the score sheet.” 

Scotty was a good skater, but a diminu- 
tive, 5’7” and 160 pounds with skates and 
full gear. Beliveau tipped the scales at 205 
pounds and stood 6’3” in sneakers. 

“Well, that night I think Beliveau got 
a hat trick and two assists and I decided 
that if I’m going to be in hockey it sure as 
hell wasn’t going to be as a player,” says 
Morrison. 

The crowd in the curling club erupts. 

He’s truly smitten with his gig at 
Community Care. Hilary Elia and Brigitte 
Gebauer the two Community Care work- 
ers who fostered the idea, and first ap- 
proached Scotty with the idea back in 
2008, are amazed at just how much he 
brings to the table. 

Through his contacts at the Hall of 
Fame Scotty was able to bring the Stanley 
Cup to Haliburton last year. This year he 
again approached Pritchard, who carried 
Six original six sweaters, and four trophies
